SUMMARY: EMBOPF MET WITH VICTOR SUMNER, PERMANENT SECRETARY, 
MFA, TO DISCUSS 33RD UNGA. SMNER SAID APRICANS STIT T. 

PREOCCUPIED WITH COLONIAL ISSUES, PARTICULARLY NAMIBIA AND 
RHODESIA AND HE WARNED THAT PAILURE TO INCLUDE WALVIS BAY 
IN NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE PACKAGE COULD LEAD TO REJECTION OP 
SETTLEMENT BY MANY BLACK APRICAN STATES. HE EXPRESSED 
IMPATIENCE ON RHODESIAN PROGRESS AND SKEPTICISM USG WAS 
DOING ALL IT COULD TO PRESSURE SAG ON APARTHEID. HE BE- 
LIEVED CYPRUS WOULD NOT BECOME ACRIMONIOUS ISSUE IN THIS 
SESSION, BUT PREDICTED G-77 WOULD REACT TO COLLAPSE OP COW 
MEETING. END SUMMARY. 

1. EMBOFP CALLED ON VICTOR SUMNER, SPERMSEC, MPA, ONE 
SEPTEMBER 13 TO EXCHANGE VIEWS ON 33RD UNGA AND TO PRESENT 
TALKING POINTS CONTAINED REPTEL ON ALL SUBJECT EXCEPT COW, 

PUERTO RICO, COMMON PUND, DEBT AND KOREA. ALSO INCORPORATED 
WAS TALKING POINT ON ANTI-TERRORISM DERIVED PROM STATE 
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227274. 

2. SUMNER'S COMMENTS PREDICTABLY CENTERED ON SOUTHERN 
APRICAN ISSUES, PARTICULARLY NAMIBIA. HE EMPHASIZED 
IMPERATIVE THAT WALVIS BAY BE INCORPORATED INTO NAMIBIAN 
TERRITORY AND NEED POR REMOVAL OP SOUTH APRICAN TROOPS FROM 
TERRIETORY PRIOR TO INDEPENDENCE. HE SAID BLACK AFRICANS DO 
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NOT TRUST SOUTH AFRICA TO ABIDE BY ANY INTERNATIONAL COURT'S 
JUDGMENT ON WALVIS BAY AND WITHOUT A PORT NAMIBIA WOULD NOT 
BE VIABLE. HE TWICE STATED THAT MANY BLACK AFRICAN STATES 
WERE SO PERSUADED ON THIS POINT THAT THEY WERE NOW DISPOSED 
NOT TO ACCEPT NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE UNLESS WALVIS BAY WAS 
PORT OF THE SETTLEMENT PACKAGE. 

3. HE EXPRESSED GROWING IMPATIENCE WITH EEEORTS TO ACHIEVE 

A RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT BUT WHEN PRESSED TO IDENTIFY FURTHER 
STEPS USG COULD TAKE, HE COULD OEEER NO SUGGESTIONS. HE 
REITERATED GOSL SUPPORT EOR ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSAL AND EOR 
ALL-PARTIES CONEERENCE. HE AGAIN EXPRESSED SKEPTICISM THAT 
USG WAS DOING ALL IT COULD TO PRESSURE SOUTH AFRICA TO END 
APARTHEID. DESPTIE OUR REPEATED STATEMENTS THAT THERE ARE 
LIMITS TO USG INELUENCE ON SAG, SUMNER CONTINUES TO BELIEVE 
THAT USG AND OTHER WESTERN NATIONS MUST RESTRICT NEW 
INVESTMENTS IN SOUTH AERICA TO SHOW SINCERITY IN ENDING 
APARTHEID. SUMNER DID NOT BELIEVE CYPRUS NOW STIRRED SUEFICIENT 
INTEREST AMONG THE LDC'S TO LEAD TO PROTRACTED 
DEBATE. HE EELT BRITAIN WOULD TAKE THE LEAD ON A CYPRUS 
DEBATE AND THAT OTHER COMMONWEALTH COUNTRIES WOULD LEND 
MORAL SUPPORT, BUT LITTLE MORE. 

4. SUMNER SAID GOSL SUPPORTED WESTERN EEEORTS TO PROMOTE 
BROADER ANTI-TERRORISM CONSENSUS AND THAT EOREIGN MINISTER 
CONTEH HAS SO INFORMED ERG CHARGE. (EREETOWN 2789). HE WAS SILENT 
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ON MIDEAST ISSUES, BUT HE PREVIOUSLY HAD STATED THAT ANY AGREEMENT 
ACCEPTABLE TO BOTH EHYPT AND ISRAEL WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO 
GOSL. HE ALSO WAS SILENT ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND BUDGET, 

MANAGEMENT AND UN REFORM ISSUES. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION, 

HE BELIEVED GOSL WOULD SUPPORT EINANCING OP UNTAG WITHIN 
REGULAR 78-79 BUDGET BY SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATION. 

5. SUMNER PREDICTED THERE WOULD BE REACTION BY GROUP OP 

77 IN UNGA TO COLLAPSE OF COW MEETING, BUT HE WAS UNCERTAIN 
WHAT PORM THIS REACTION WOULD TAKE AND WAS UNWILLING TO 
HAZARD A GUESS.
